Survey Made 
On Albany 
Park Sites 


The Albany Park and Recrea- 
tion Commission presented the 
following report on proposed 
park sites for Albany to the Al 
bany City Council and Adminis- 
trative Officer James B. Turner: 

“Correspondence was directed 
to Merriman & Associates, brok- 
ers for the Phipps Estate, con- 
cerning property 6n the North 
side of Albany Hill, and to 
Thomas Ferguson, owner of the 
major portion on the top of Al- 
bany Hill. The following infor- 
mation was obtained: 

“A. Top of Hill: Based on the 
most recent price paid, the mar- 
ket value of land in this area is 
about $145,000 per acre. The pres- 
ent plan of the owners is to create 
an exclusive and sophisticated 
development. The owner suggests 
that roads are public and will pro- 
vide some view area as they do 
currently. 

“B. Phipps area: An unofficial 
market value suggests a price on 
the open market of about $45,000 
per acre for land on the rise por- 
tion, $65,000 per acre on the 
lower, flat portion. There is some 
plan for a freeway access road 
using 60 feet of roadway along 
the northern edge of the prop- 
erty parallel to the city line. 

“C, Eminent Domain: Condem- 
nation proceedings might produce 
a cost reduction on the Phipps 
property of 20% at most.

On Solicitation 


Section 17.1 of the Albany City 
Code defines a solicitor as any- 
one who sells, or offers for*sale, 
or takes orders for any goods, 
wares,. merchandise for delivery 
or for services to be performed. 
All solicitors must have a per- 
mit from the Police Department. 
If a solicitor comes to your 
door, the first thing you should 
do is ask him for his permit. If 
he has none, or refuses to show 
one, the poiice should be called.
